Regulations  governing  Canneries  and  Fish- 
tacking  Establishments. 

THE  accumulation  of  stale  fish,  offal,  cuttings, 
blood,  refuse,  or  filth  of  any  description  upon 
the  foreshore,  or  in  or  about  premises  or  buildings 
used  for  the  canning,  preserving,  or  curing  of  fish, 
is  prohibited. 

Any  kind  of  refuse  or  offal  not  conveyed  to  an 
oilery  or  incinerator  shall  be  taken  to  sea  and 
dumped  not  less  than  three  miles  from  shore  at 
such  time  and  place  as  will  prevent  it  being  carried 
ashore  by  the  tide. 

Every  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  premises 
used  for  the  canning,  preserving,  or  curing  of  fish 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  said  premises  and  the  foreshore  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  and  shall  provide  suitable  bunk- 
houses  and  efficient  'bathing  and  toilet  facilities  for 
the  use  of  employees. 


Every  bunk-house  or  camp  attached  to  or  opci- 
ated  in  connection  with  any  establishment  for  the 
canning,  preserving,  or  curing  of  fish  must  be  main- 
tained in  accordance  with  the  sanitary  regulations 
governing  camps. 

The  interior  of  every  building  used  b.y  Indians 
or  Orientals  must  be  limewashed  or  coated  .with 
approved  antiseptic  at  least  once  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  canning  season.

THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of 
Railways,  British  Columbia,  has  recommended  that 
on  all  open-floor  bridges  of  railways  constructed 
and  operated  under  “ special  Acts  ” of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  or 
incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  the  “ Railway 
Act,”  there  shall  be  laid  between  the  running  rails 
of  the  track  two  (2)  guard-rails  extending  fifty 
feet  (50')  at  least  beyond  the  ends  of  every  bridge, 
fully  spiked  to  every  tie,  spliced  at  every  joint, 
and  fully  bolted,  and  so  placed  in  reference  to  the 
track-rails  that  a derailed  train  will  strike  the 
guard-rail  without  striking  the  outside  guard- 
timber. 

The  guard-rails  shall  not  be  more  than  one  inch 
(1")  less  than  the  height  of  the  running  rails. 

The  guard-rails  may  run  to  a frog-point  where 
there  is  no  electric  automatic  interlocking  system.

(cl.)  Quantitative  Determination — Assaying: 
Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver; 

Copper  n for  copper,  gold  and  silver ; 
Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold  j 
and  silver. 

Coal: 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products : 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method. 

Copper,  by  eleetrolitic,  colormetric  and  volumetric 
(cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods. 

Nickel,  by  eleetrolitic  method.

The  Minister  states  that  in  connection  with  the 
sale  Mr.  Gadsden  paid  into  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  the  sum  of  $672.62 : 

That  Mr.  Gadsden  has  done  very  considerable 
work  by  way  of  the  construction  of  ditches, 
channels,  and  flood-gates,  and  inspections  of  the 
same  hai'e  been  made  by  officers  of  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  and  it  is  reported  that  the  enter- 
prise was  a particularly  difficult  one  owing  prob- 


ably to  (lie  centre  of  the  marsh  being  below  the

By  subsection  (b)  of  section  38  of  “Regula- 
tions for  the  Survey,  Administration,  Disposal, 
and  Management  of  Dominion  Lands  within  the 
Forty-mile  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,”  of  the  17th  September,  1889,  power  was 
delegated  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  upon  the

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British1  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company:  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any
